The sixtieth annual meeting of the Medical Library Asso- 
ciation was held in Seattle, Washington, May 9-12, 1961. The 
pre-conference program on May 8 included workshops and ad- 
vanced seminars, conducted in the Health Sciences Building 
of the University of Washington's School of Medicine. Pre- 
siding was Mr. Robert T. Lentz, and Mrs. Jean Ashford served 
as convention chairman. About 275 medical librarians were 
registered for the meeting. 

Major sessions were devoted to the topics of public re- 
lations, information storage and retrieval, and management 
methods.

LIBRARIES IN THE ADVANCEMENT OF MEDICINE is the theme 
of the Second International Congress on Medical Librarian- 
ship to be held in Washington, D. C., June 16-22, 1963, at | 
the invitation and under the auspices of the Medical Library 
Association. 

The purpose of the Congress is to foster the develop- 
ment and improvement of medical library service throughout 
the world by discussions planned to increase the knowledge, 
broaden the understanding, and improve the skills of the li- 
brarians who attend.

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The Organizing Committee is planning a program which 
will provide free and open discussion of subjects relating 
to the improvement of education and training of medical li- 
prarians, the building of library resources, improvement of 
library services, and international cooperation on biblio- 
graphic and other technical projects.

Within the next month an announcement of the program of 
the Congress will be mailed to all members of the Medical 
Library Association and to about one thousand overseas ad- 
dresses. The announcement will also be sent to American Em- 
bassies and Consular Offices, and U. S. Information Centers 
throughout the world.
